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WO mounted in the bulb to supply electrical 

power to the illumination source and to the 
LEDs. A switch circuit (60) is connected 
to control the supply of electrical power 
to the first and second electrical circuits 
(56) and (58) to adjust and coordinate the 
light output from the LEDs (50) and from 
the illumination source (54). 
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
